COBALT ‘BOMB’ TO 
BRONX -HOSPITAL 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18 (AP)— 
Montefiore Hospital in the Bronx 
says it will receive a high in- 
tensity cobalt “bomb” next month 
from Canada to help in the treat- 
ment of deep-seated cancer. 

The hospital, in an announce- 
ment yesterday, said the cobalt 
teletherapy unit—as it is known 
technically—would be the largest 
in the United States and the first 
to be received in this country 
from the Canadian atomic energy 
plant at Chalk River, Ontario. 

Particles of energy from the 
unit penetrate cancer cells to de- 
stroy them. X-rays chiefly have 
been used in cancer therapy up 
to the present. 

“With the cobalt unit,” the an- 
nouncement said, “it is possible 
to direct a larger, sharper and 
more effective dose at the patient 
without injury to healthy skin 
and bones around the cancer.”

More than 2500 
villagers and holiday visitors had 
been evacuated from the ghost 
village to inland ballrooms and 
halls hastily converted into refu- 
gee centers. 

Five  vacationists, including 
three Boy Scouts, were 
among the dead and nine vac 
tionists among those missing and 
presumed dead.

$4300: Average Income. 

The average urban family’s in- 
come in 1950, the survey showed, 
was’ $4300, slightly less than the 
record high of 1948. Expenditures 
however, reached a new peak, 
$4700, and to pay the difference 
families had to dip into their sav- 
ings, increase their debts or rely 
on some other source of funds. 
The lower-paid wage earners and 
clerical workers were proportion- 
ately the hardest hit. 

The. spending survey, under 
way for months by BLS reporters, 
is not completed and BLS cau- 


' tioned that its preliminary esti- 


mates give “only broad, general 
impressions,” leaving plenty of 
room for error. 

When the survey is completed 
and all the data compiled, BLS 
will put out a new Consumers 
Price Index adjusted to modern 
American spending habits. 

The index has been a govern- 
ment fixture for years and, be- 
cause hundreds of labor contracts 
tie wages to the cost of. living, is 
of major importance to the 
economy. 

The new index is scheduled for 


its first showing early next year. | 
The present index is computed | 


from data collected only in large 
cities. 

Town With Highest Incomes. 

Here are sonte of the prelim- 
{nary conclusions reached by BLS, 
all based on the year 1950: 

Net income — including all 
sources, after all personal taxes— 
was highest for the average fam- 
ily in the small commanity of 
Elko, Nev.—$5335. It was lowest 
in Demopolis, Ala.—$2923. _ 

The average family’s housing 
bill. in the 91 cities took 15 per 
cent of money income (after 
taxes), and that included fuel, 
light and refrigeration. Food and 
alcoholic beverages took an aver- 
age’ 30 per cent; another 52 per 
cent went for automobiles, tele- 
vision. sets, refrigerators, other 
household appliances, doctor and 
hospital bills, tobacco, recreation 
and. transportation. 

Another four per cent of in- 
come—bringing total expenditures 
to 101 per cent of income—was 
used for gifts and contributions 
and. still another 442 per cent 
paid for personal insurance pre- 
miums, 

Thus the average family paid 
out about six per cent more than 


it oo in. : 
BLS defined a family as “two 
or mote persons dependent on a 
common or pooled income for 
their major items of expense and 
usually living in the same house- 

hold.”

WORKER SHORTAGE. 
STILL ACUTE HERE 


“Tillie the typist is a free soul 
these days,” Paul. P. -Connole, 
director of the St. Louis office of 
the Missouri Division of Employ- 
ment Security said today. 


“The long-downtrodden office 
worker can afford to be inde- 
pendent because ther are so many 
more jobs than girls to fill them,” 
he said. “For ‘the last year and 
a half, we’ve had a steady back- 
log of requests for from 600 to 
700 office workers, particularly 
typists and business-machine op- 
erators. 


“The St. Louis area, like many 
other areas throughout the coun- 
try, has recently experienced 
rapid. industrial expansion. With 
an apparently insatiable demand 
for workers, it’s only human na- 
ture for the girls to switch jobs 
frequently, looking for the best 
they can land, 

“At other times they have had 
to stay put. As of this morning, 
though, we need a total of 617 
office workers, of which about 100 
should be stenographers.”

Open in Hospital 


Jury to Go into Case. 


An open verdict was returned 
by a coroner’s jury at Clayton to- 
day in the death of William Mc- 
Farling, a maintenance man at 
the Jewish Sanatorium, who was 
shot and fatally wounded Friday 
by a fellow worker following a 
prolonged quarrel over a young 
woman. , 

Immediately .follwing the ver- 
dict, Assistant Prosecuting. At- 
torney Leonard Bornschein of St. 
Louis county said full circum- 
stances of the case will be pre- 
sented to a grand jury for fur- 
ther investigation. 

Bornschein said the jury will 
be asked to determine whether 
McFarling received’ adequate 
medical attention at the sana- 
torium before being taken to St. 
Louis County . Hospital. 

Fred Payne, another mainte- 
nance worker, has admitted to 
deputy sheriffs that he shot Mc- 
Farling with a 16-gauge shetgun 
after McFarling threatened him | 
with a knife. Payne, who did not 
testify, is held under $1000 sher- 
iff’s bond. 

Dr. Curtis Lohr, superintendent 
of St. Louis County Hospital, tes- 
tified that a hospital dispatcher 
made “a mistake in judgment” in 
summoning an ambulance from 
Ferguson to bring McFarling to 
the hospital, “when an ambulance 
was available at a nearer point.” 

Dr. Lohr said the dispatcher 
was under the impression that 
first aid facilities were available 
at the sanatorium and that Mc- 
Farling had received some medical 
attention before being brought to | 
the hospital. 

The ambulance trip from the 
institution on Fee Fee road to 
the hospital took 44 minutes, Dr. 
Lohr said. McFarling died 16 
minutes after arrival, as physi- 
cians were preparing him for a 
blood transfusion. A tourniquet 
and splint were applied to his 
right leg, shattered by the* shot- 
gun blast. 

Deputy Sheriff Walter Sharop | 
testified that a physician at the 
Sanatorium, who gave McFarling 
emergency treatment, used thumb 
pressure in an attempt to stop 
bleeding from a severed thigh 
artery, but did not apply a tourni- 
quet. Sharp said the physician

Planes were grounded, shackled 
down to weather the gale.

It was the third time the 
hill, each of the Pukhan river, 
had changed hands in four days 
of bitter hand-to-hand fighting. 

There was no report of any new 
effort on the part of the Chinese 
to retake “Bunker Hill” on the 
western front from the Marines.

Finletter said the Air Force ex- 
pects to make other manpower 
savings and has sent a copy of 
the critical Senate repuort to all 
combat commanders. They have 
been requested to suggest addi- 
tional personnel savings.

“The Air Force manpower pro- 
gram is one of planned and rig- 
orous austerity, carefully aimed 
at eliminating the personnel 
‘fat’ in the Air Force as fast as 
it can be found.” 

Under this policy, Finletter 
said, the Air Force will operate 
during the next fiscal year with 
the same personne! ceiling as last 
year—1,061,000—even though it 
is expanding its fighting units. 

He predicted that nearly 500,- 
000 men and officers would be 
saved on plans for a 143-wing 
Air Force but cutbacks in man- 
ning tables planned originally for 
an 80-wing force. 

As a result, he said, a 50 per 
cent increase in combat strength 
will be attained with an increase 
of only 14 per cent in personnel. 

To begin with, manning tables 
for 166 bases in the United States 
have been cut down and “we have 
deleted 1930 officer spaces,” Fin- 
letter said.

The Federal Government now taxes whisky at 
$10.50 a gallon, That means a fifth which could 
be bought in 1939 for $2.45 now costs $4.27. Of 
that, $2.38 goes for taxes, federal, state and 
local, Little wonder that the bootlegger is on 

‘the way back! And far along that way, too! 

More than 20,000 illegal stills were seized last 
year. And the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Internal Revenue estimates 
that only one in five illegal stills is detected. 
That means 100,000 illegal stills were in opera- 
tion in the United States last year. i 


These were not little hillbilly affairs. They 
represented big business. The stills seized alone 
had a capacity of 700,000 gallons a day. Accord- 
ing to federal estimates, the average still oper- 
ated only 37 days a year. Even that meant a loss 
in federal revenue of $270,000,000 at the $9-a- 
gallon tax rate in effect until Jast November. At 
the present rate of $10.50, it would have meant 
a loss of $310,000,000, . 

As Collier’s Magazine pointed out, there has 
been an even greater loss through reduced con- 
sumption of legal liquor: “The Government 
hoped to pick up $200,000,000 by the new tax. 
Instead, in the first six months of the. new tax 
it collected $117,000,000 less than it had in the 
correspondigg period of the previous year.” 

_ It is obvious that taxes not collected on alco- 
hol will have to be made up from some other 
source. But that is not what worries us so much. 
We do not feel like urging people to drink more 
whisky to solve a revenue problem. But we are 
concerned by the sensational growth of the boot- 
leg liquor traffic in recent years. 


The figures are now comparable with those of 
the Prohibition Era. And we are likely to see a 
return of many of the evils of that era. Illegal 
liquor is as great a menace to health as it was a 
quarter-century ago. Its manufacture and distri- 
bution builds up the same criminals it did then. 
And it is likely to induce the same disrespect 
for law it did in the gangster-dominated 1920s. 


That is the real story behind the disappear- 
ance of the flat pint. And the next Congress 
ought to bring it to a quick end. 


Lin 
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Too Dangerous for Too Long 

The dangerousness of the Fyler avenue 
bridge seems to have been thoroughly demon- 
strated. Because it is sharply curving, narrow at 
one end, slick in rainy or frosty weather, and 
protected only by a flimsy wooden railing against 
a 75-foot drop, it has been the cause of 10 major 
accidents and many .minor ones over a period 
of many years. As early as 1939 former Mayor 
Dickmann suggested closing it after a motorist / 
smashed through the railing and was killed. As 
recently as early this month two men were 
killed when their automobile skidded and 

lunged through the railing. 

Even this black record is not as bad as it 
might be, for there has been no mass calamity 
on it, and the McCausland-Delor bus crosses it 
time after time, day after day. 3 

When the Citizens Bond Issue Committee was 
considering the project in 1944, the then presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Service, Milton Kin- 
sey, and the chief engineer for the bridge and 
building section, Walter Crecelius, recommended 
it urgently. The committee turned it down, not 
for lack of merit, but on account of the $550,000 
estimated cost. In the eight years since then the 
.cost has certainly become no*less, and the Lin- 
denwood Improvement Agsociation is now urg- 
ing a $1,000,000 bond issue. ¢ 

Whatever the details of finance and engineer- 
ing involved, there appears to be no good excuse 
for continuing to allow a wooden bridge on 
Fyler to present a daily hazard to the many who 
cross it. We hope the Lindenwood Improve- 
ment Association will stay on the job until a safe 
means of crossing the River des Peres and Frisco 
yards on Fyler is provided. 
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Mission in Moscow 
There is bound to be more speculation about 
the arrival of a top-level Chinese delegation in 
Moscow than about any news event that has oc- 
curred in weeks. But a full and authoritative 
explanation of the discussions will depend on 
such further information which the Communists, 
Chinese and Russian, may vouchsafe: and such 

information ig likely to be meager. 


It is a safe enough assumption that the Chi- 
nese delegates, headed by Premier Chou En-lai, 
will be asking the Russians for more material 
assistance in the Korean war so long as that 
conflict is drawn out. China can ill afford to 
devote much of her limited industrial resources 
to war-making. And the Chinese delegation, 
consisting largely of officials concerned with 
war and the sinews of war, is quite likely to 
point out that as a major factor in Communist 
strategy against the non-Communist nations, the 
war actually is of more importance to Moscow 
than to Peiping. 


The Chinese, of course, cannot get out of it: 


very easily themselves. That has been demon- 
strated by the truce negotiations. The Peiping 
Government and “its North Korean allies are 
sticking on the prisoner exchange issue, prob- 
ably becausesthey can ill afford to admit that 
there are thoucands of Chinese and North Ko- 
rean prisoners who would rather stay where 
they are than return to their totalitarian-con- 
trolled home larids. | | 
There is new talk by some commentators of 
Titoism in China, but it is a little difficult to 
believe that this subject will be raised in Moscow 
even as a threat. Red China may have its differ- 
ences with. Russia and these may have been ag- 
gravated by the Korean war’ and the severe 
strain it has put on China, but the. chief topic 
of the conversations is sure to be the problem 
of carrying on that war at least to a point at 
which the Communists feel they can get out 
of the struggle without too much loss of prestige. 
One can hope that the Moseow discussions 
may widen such gaps as exiat between the two 
Communist powers. But one must recognize 
that this:is only a hope and nothing like an 
imminent probability. A more solid satisfaction 
is the knowledge, emphasized by the trip of the 
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sponsibility for some phases of that policy.. Mr. 
Dulles argues that as a United 

he was under instructions from the Administra- 
tion. Republicans may not serve, in such posts, 
he says, if they are liable to attack for following 
instructions. 

But is it only a matter of doing what one is 
told? Mr. Dulles may very well differ with the 
Administration on one point or another, but as 
an honorable man he must be presumed to gym- 
pathize with the main lines of Administration 

cy. Otherwise he could hardly serve with 
good conscience in the several diplomatic posts 
he has held. And, having so served, he can 


hardly escape responsibility for those phases of ™ 


Administration policy which he helped to carry 
into execution. 

The trouble is that the Republicans as a party, 
if not Mr. Dulles individually, find it expedient 
during an election campaign to attack broadly 
on all fronts, including the foreign policy front. 
Being anxious to profit politically from whatever 
opposition there may be to the Korean war and 
other aspects of our foreign policy, they must 
seek to disclaim responsibility all along the line. 
Yet the responsibility of such men as Mr. Dulles 
is irrevocably fixed by their share in the shaping 
of the policy they are called upon to criticize. 

Bipartisanship is difficult indeed—especially 
when the exigencies of campaigning require it 

; to be set aside for the few’months prior to the 
election. 
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Transit and Traffic 


Common observation in St. Louis certainly 
confirms the experts in the opinion that auto 
congestion represents a substantial part of our 
public transit problem. Bus and streetcar serv- 
ice ought to be rapid, as well as cheap and fre- 
quent, But this ideal hardly can be. attained 
30 long as great numbers of automobiles continue 
to clog the streets. ' 

To deal with the transit problem alone, obvi- 

_ ously, offers hope of only limited success. But 
to tackle transit and traffic simultaneously, as 
officials of AFL Warehouse & Distribution Work- 
ers’ Local 688 believe may be possible through 
creation of a Metropolitan Mass Transportation 
District, offers a new hope for a real solution. 

The union is circulating petitions calling for 
establishment of a Board of Freeholders to plan 
a metropolitan district. The petitions, happily, 
are sufficiently broad so that metropolitan traf- 
fic regulation might well fall within the province 
of the proposed district. It seems likely that the 
matter eventually might have to be’ submitted 
for a court review, but this kind of a broad 
attack promises the maximum in benefits. 

The principal aim of the freeholders, of 
course, would be to plan a publicly-owned metro- 
politan transit system. Whether public owner- 
ship is the proper solution to that phase of the 
problem remains to be established. Regulation 
of traffic, however, obviously falls within the 
proper province of a public body with powers 
that extend to either side of Skinker boulevard. 
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The Kids Size Up the New Teacher 


As St. Louis and Missouri move slowly toward 
the day when the television screen will be as 
much a part of a schoolroom as a textbook, a 
pioneer effort in New Jersey offers valuable 
preliminary guidance. A whole day's program 
was put on by the Montclair State Teachers’ 
College and telecast to 13 public schools in 
Montclair and Bloomfield. The children were 
given a tour of the two towns, a Spanish lesson, 
a demonstration of map making, a tour of the 
TV studio, a lesson in photography, a student 
discussion forum and a band concert. 

The children's reaction was—as the news- 
papers often say of reactions in Congress— 
mixed. But there. was one thing sure about it: 
Children themselves should have at least as 
much to say about TV education as the grown- 
ups, and maybe more. Some of their comment 
was expectable and favorable, such as “I think 
it put across the idea clearly” and “You can 
learn more by seeing a television program than 
by reading a book.” 

But other comments were soberingly critical: 
“This one was way over our heads.” “I re- 
ceived very little knowledge from this program. 
It spoke on too many things.” “I was a bit 
confused. I wouldn’t have gotten anything from 
it if my teacher hadn't helped me.” 

Good solid constructive suggestions, of which 
the “it spoke on too many things” was only 
one, were given by the children. “The little 
town ‘wasn’t alive enough. There wasn’t any 
sound.” “Very artificial. The American boy and 
girl kept looking at the camera and also the 
song was sung too much.” Such comments as 
these indicate how much the teacher and the 
TV technician have to learn about their new 
medium. 

The net effect, after all the. discouragements 
have been deducted, should be one of very great 
encouragement. As one child said: “It really 
leaves a good impression on my mind. I hope 
it will be continued.” 
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Lo, the Poor Psephologist 

« An Oxford University professor has created 
the job of psephologist, and appointed himself 
its first incumbent. Dr. David Butler, who is 
teaching at Cornell University, at Ithaca, on the 
summer faculty, says it started out as a joke. 
He was helping prepare statistics for a book on 
the 1945 general elections in Britain and became 
so much interested in the subject that he decid- 
ed to specialize in elections. So R. B. McCallum, 
the author of the book, suggested that Dr. But- 
ler call himself a psephologist—taken from the 
Greek word for “pebble,”. and based on the 
fact that Greeks once voted by dropping pebbles 
ip a box. 

It ig rather a high-flown word, we are afraid, 

for a ‘down-to-earth occupation like specializing 

on elections. Americanized though, it would 
probably come out “pencilologist,” inasmuch as 
the American voter has given up voting with 
pebbles, and now resorts to a pencil, 

But there is some question whether “psephol- 
ogist” could be Americanized at all. The trou- 
ble is that in this country everyone specializes 
in elections, and a further trouble is that fre- 
quently the amateurs perform the pencilologiz- 
ing better than the, experts. Perhaps the best 
solution would be to let Dr. Butler be not only 
the first psephologist, but also the one and only.

I wonder how many listeners to a recent 
telecast of “Meet the Press” noticed 
how Sir Gladwyn Jebb’s closing answer 
threw sharply into focus a problem that 
we Americans have too long ignored? 


One of the newsmen gleefully asked a 
question that obviously he had been saving 
as a final thrust. It was apparent he ex- 
pected the British diplomat to have no 
answer. {

lett Johnson, the “Red Dean” of Canter- 
bury, but. he identified him well enough

mocked-up propa- 
ganda that, if not 
treason, at __ least 
gives aid and com- 
fort to the enemy?”

For tare tcp 
a moment I thought the diplomat was 
searching for an answer. 

“Why,” he answered, and he chuckled 


because he thought the answer was appar- 
ent, “because we're still a free country.” 


For the first time that I remember, the 
members of the press were stopped com- 
pletely. 

That program was in direct contrast to 
the time a couple of years ago when Dean 
Johnson himself displayed his utter con- 
fusion on the same program. Sir Gladwyn 
Jebb disagreed with what Dean Johnson 
had been sayin, but he was defending 
his right to say it. 

The fact that some of the United States’ 
top editors and reporters did not anticipate 
Sir Gladwyn’s answer seems to indicate 
that encroaching Communism has accom- 
plished more in this country than most 
of us realize. What is this accomplish- 
ment? 

It has succeéded in getting a California 
group to try (I don't know with what suc- 


cess) to get a geography book withdrawn 
from a public school list because it com- 
pared a section of the Soviet Union with 
a similar section of the United States 
“without adding that the living standards, 
however, are vastly different.” 


It has succeeded in stirring up a Peoria 
American Legion post to dictate what doc- 
umentary films may be loaned local 
groups, and also in causing the national 
American Legion to issue a list of motion 
picture actors and producers with Commu- 
nistic leanings, and there seems to be some 
doubt of the evidence advanced to back 
up the charges. 

I have never been confronted with a 
mandatory loyalty oath. If ever I am, I 
hope I find the courage to refuse to sign. 
The American judicial system is based up- 
on the premise that a man is innocent un- 
til he is proved guilty. And the burden 
of proof is upon the state. 

The idea of a mandatory loyalty oath 
makes a man suspect until he proves him- 
self innocent! If a man were found mur- 
dered in downtown St. Louis, most persons 
would be insulted if police insisted that 
everyone sign a denial of the crime or lose 
his job, even though there was no evidence 
to base the charge upon. And, incidental- 
ly, the murderer would be one of the first 
to sign. Any traitor can deny his traitor- 
ous intent. 


It is true that in riding a bicycle, one 
can avoid failing to the left by leaning to 
the right. But a spill to the right can be 
just as painful as a spill to the left. 

Freedom's greatest virtue is freedom it- 
self. I would as soon be gagged by the 
Communists as by Peoria’s American Le- 
gion, by the Russian secret police as. by 
California’s gchoolbook censors. 

There will be those who would label this 
letter Communistic. It isn't. As far back 
as the Spanish Civil War I condemned the 
Loyalists as well as the Insurgents, saying 
that one threatened world peace as much 
as the other. 

I am not a Communist; f have never 
beéri a Communist; I don’t believe I ever 
could be. : 

I make that statement freely now. I 
couldn't do it under force.

Dr. Urey’s Newest Theories 
THE PLANETS: THEIR ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT

Throughout the ages the minds of great 
men have developed theories as to the 
origin and history of the members of the 
solar system. In this book the Nobel Prize 
winner and Disti Service profes- 
sor of chemistry at the University of 
Chicago presents new theories of his own 
to account for the chemical and physical 
conditions that we know exist on the 

, planets and satellites, 
with particular em- 
phasis on the so- 
called “terrestrial 
planets” and their 
satellites — Earth, 
Mercury, Venus, 
Mars, the moon and 
the Martian — satel- 
lites. 

This treatise con- 
tains many mathe- 
matical and chem- 
ical formulae which 
are a challenge to 
the theoretical scien- 
Harold C. Urey tist and may discour- 
age the layman who 
often is appalled when confronted with 
the simplest formula. However, if the 
non-scientist can bring himself to pass 
over the formidable part and concentrate 
on the postulates, logical development and 
conclusions, he will glean an interesting 
story which runs briefly as follows: 

In the beginning there was a nearly 
uniform mass of gas and dust from which 
the sun and other stars of our galaxy 
developed. As the temperature of this 
cloud increased the sun was formed and 
began to generate heat by nuclear reac- 
tions. A disk of gas and dust formed in 
the region of the sun and this broke up 
into large masses called “protoplanets.” 

Simultaneously “‘planetesimals” similar 
to meteorites or “shooting stars” devel- 
oped and these were moving throughout 
the solar cloud. As the protoplanets con- 
es one eat daadl ry in and 
ou m gases esca varying 
amounts of. fron and silicates were ac- 
quired by the protoplanets. The rate at 
which material was added depended to a 
great extent upon the temperature of the 
protoplanet and the amount of water and 
ammonia condensed with it. 

The moop accumulated from its own 
protoplanet and was captured by the earth. 
In its formation it acquired very little 
iron and its composition is nearly that

It originated in Texas, but two 
young St. Louisans have given it 
its greatest impetus. Two years 
ago it was still looked upon as 
an experiment; today the sales 
are counted in the hundreds of 
thousands of gallons. Even the 
biggest dairies have entered the 
field, and the whole ice cream 


industry has a speculative eye . 


cocked at St. Louis and the young 
fellows, now three in number and 
still in their twenties, who com- 
prise Fre-zert, Inc. 

Their names are John Cas- 
person, Ervin Lenzen and 
Charles Morrison. John and Erv, 
brothers-in-law, are the boys 
who started it all, in a little ice 
cream factory at 7001 Michigan 
avenue, away down in South St. 
Louis. The factory had been op- 
erated for a number of years 
by John’s father, Victor H, Cas- 
person, who, during the war 
years, supplied ice cream for 
Jefferson Barracks. This just 
about used up his output. When 
Jefferson Barracks was deacti- 
vated, he found himself in a bad 
spot, for he had neglected his 
other sales outlets until there 
were virtually none left. He had 
been supplying 1000 gallons a day 
‘to Jefferson Barracks, and as son 
John put it, “Who would have 
thought Jeff Barracks would fold 
u « sa 
But it did. At the same time 
the elder Casperson suffered a 
breakdown. This brought son 
John and son-in-law Erv into the 
picture. Erv had been in the 
Army for 42 months, part of that 
time fighting in north Germany 
with the 940th Field Artillery, 
After the war he had come back 
to St. Louis, married Evelyn Cas- 
person and gone to work selling 
office supplies. John had served 
four years in the Coast Guard, 
where he had been a deep sea 
diver attached to a.Navy diving 
unit in the South Pacific. 

Erv, the son-in-law, was the 
first to come into the ice cream 
business. John, who had gone to 
school for two years after leaving 
the Coast Guard, was making his 
living as a deep sea diver on the 
West Coast. When the Barracks 
closed and his father became ill, 
he came home to help Erv run 
the business. 

What the boys found was any- 
thing but encouraging. There 
weren’t many regular customers 
left—about 14 in all. The com- 
pany owned no _ refrigerator 
trucks, because the elder Casper- 
son had delivered the ice cream 
to Jefferson Barracks in card- 
board containers packed in dry 
ice,

HEY had only one panel 
T truck. They delivered what 

ice cream they were selling in 
dry ice. For a year or so they 
manufactured novelties, such as 
popsicles and Eskimo pies, which 
they sold wholesale to dairies. 
They had only two employes, 
which meant they themselves did 
everything from running the ma- 
chines to keeping books. Today 
there are some 28 employes, but 
the business has grown so fast 
that they still do everything from 
delivering their product to repair- 
ing the plumbing. Both their wives 
work in the plant, and as John 
says, “We manage to get in our 
16 hours every day except Sun- 
day. Then we only work 10 or 
12 hours.” 


By 1950. the boys had built up 
their business to the point where 
they could buy ong refrigerator 
truck, but the going was still 
bad. They needed business and 
they needed money to keep the 
plant. going. Now-and then John 
would take on a diving job with 
Erv as his helper to earn money 
needed to pay bills at the plant.

High-priced 
advertising copy writers have 
tried to duplicate it, without 
success. It gets across the two 
main ideas of such a product — 
that it is a dessert and that it 
is frozen. 


The young men introduced the 
product without fanfare.
